The number of contagious disease oases in Warsaw during January and Feb- 
ruary has been more cr Less at the same lerel, with the exception of grippe 
cases which markedly decreased* During February, there were 1,108 grippe cases, 
toils in January there were approximately 20,000. 


There were Just three typhoid ferer cases; according to the informtion 
frcrni the Municipal Health Department, the typhoid ferer bacoili were carried hi 
from outside of Warsaw. 


In 19*8, there was an average of 250-300 oases of scarlet ferer a mouth, 
vhiU this year, the scarlet ferer dpidemic is waning; only 156 oas^s were re- 
ported for February. 


Diphtheria case* however, hare increreee but they were light cases and 
there were no deaths caused by diphtheria. 


SI* 15 ® toe campaign against illegal slaughter of animals, trichinosis has 
decreased considerably. In January there were 23 cases ami in February only. 


Tuberculosis caaoe hare also increased frost 20*t in January to 2^3 in 
February. 


Municipal hospitals treated 186 cases of contagious diseaser, excluding 
grippe, during February.
